KILLARNEY, Man., June 23— 
A Conservative-Coalition candi- 
date, A. W. Harrison, yesterday 
was elected to the Manitoba leg- 
islature. 

He defeated R. Merril Chapman 
the C.C.F, nominee, in the Killar- 
ney by-election, taking an early 


lead shortly after the Polls closed | 


last night. 
With all polls reported, the vole 
was Harrison 1,377, Chapman 988. 


FIRST CHALLENGE 

It was the first challenge to the 
Manitoba Coalition administration 
6ince its formation in 1940. 

The seat had been vacant since 
the death of J. B. Laughlin, Con- 
servative, two years ago. 

Mr. Laughlin was first elected 
in 1927, defeating A. E. Foster, a 
government candidate. Mr. Fos- 
ter won in the 1932 general elec- 
tion, defeating Mr. McLauglin. 
who returned to the house in 

1936. In that year he defeated 
Mr, Foster, who was a Liberal- 
Progressive candidate. The vote 
was 1,835 to 1,326. 

In the 1941 general election Mr 
Laughlin defeated Mr. Foster with 
the vote being Laughlin 1,415 and 
Foster 814. 

The victory in Killarney gave the 
non-partisan government of Pre- 
mier Stuart S. Garson 47 members 
in the 55-member house. There are 
seven opposition members, includ- 
ing three C.C.F., and one seat, The 
Pas, is vacant. 


QUIT COALITION 

The C.C.F. withdrew from the 
Coalition government last Decem- 
ber when Hon. John Bracken, then 
premier of Manitoba, became Na 
tional leader of the Progressive: 
Conservative party. 

During the campaign in Killar- 


ney, C.C.F. spokesmen said_ the 
party members in the legislature 
were never “completely satisfied” 


with the Coalition government 


S$. J, Farmer, provincial C.C.F. 
leader, was unable to participate 
in the campaign due to illness and 
Rev. T. C. Douglas, member of 
Parliament for Weyburn, Sask., 
was the chief speaker. Premier 
Garson and several of his cab- 
inet ministers spoke at many 
Coalition rallies.

Crop Suffering 
Slightly From 
Heavy Rainfall 


Recent heavy rains have not 
damaged crops to any great ex- 
tent, it was learned from officials 
of the department of agriculture 
Wednesday. While in certain 
areas, the rainfall has been so 
constant the soil has not been 
able to absrb it all, there are 
other areas, in the south, where 
there has been no rain for the 
last two months. 

Chief effect of the prolonged 
rains has been to slow up germina- 
tion, and hamper planting activities. 
Seeds sown just before the wet 
weather set in are reported to be 
germinating poorly in some cases, 
and the cold weather is holding 
back what growth that has started. 

“What we need most is warm 
weather,” said R. M. Putnam, di- 
rector of extension service for the 
department of agriculture. “While 
we have not had too much rain, we 
have certainly had enough, and | 
warm weather is needed to bring 
the crops along.” 

The department has had no ocm- 
plaints to date of seeds rotting, due 
to the excessive moisture.

ALGIERS, June 23.—(AP)—The 
joint commission for political pris-

ALGIERS, June 23—Gen. Henri 
Honore Giraud retained com | 
mand of French armies in North 
and West Africa today under a 
compromise that marked the first 
setback for Gen. Charles de 
Gaulle since he came here from 
London. 

De Gaulle late yesterday aband- 
oned his demands for the post of} 
national defence minister and for) 
an immediate purge of defeatists 
and collaborationists in Giraud’s| 
armies and consented to continue tn 
command solely of French forces in| 
liberated French territory else- 
where in the world. 

He accepted the compromise,| 
worked ou! by other members of| 
the French committee of national) 
. liberation, following anglo-Ameri-| 
can intervention based on _ the) 
grounds that the prolonged struggle 
for power between de Gaulle and} 
Giraud was hampering Allied miii-| 

* tary plans 

The compromise calls for the 
merging of all French land, sea and 
air forces under a permanent mili 
.tary committee, but with command 
divided between De Gaulle and 
Giraud. The two generals, together 
with the chiefs of their army, navy 
and air staffs, will comprise the 
military committee. 

Gen. Alphonse Juin was approv- 
ed as chief of staff of Giraud’s 
armies in Algeria, Tunisia, Morocco 
and West Africa, and Gen. Edouard 
de~Larminat was made chief of 
ataff of De Gaulle’s armies in Syria, 
French Equatorial Africa, French 
Somaliland, Madagascar New 
Caledonia and other liberated 
French territories. Chiefs of naval 
and air staffs will be chosen later. 

De Gaulle’s withdrawal of his 
demands for drastic army reforms 
ended a crisis that had threatened | 
to break up the national committee 
before it really had begun to func- | 
tion.

Lorient and St. Nazaire, two of| 
Germany's chief submarine bases, 
is believed to have greatly hamper- 
ed the servicing and repair of sub- 
marines operating out of there. Re-| 
ports have reached here that some) 
German submarines were forced to 
put to sea with inadequate engine} 
overhaul, In some cases, submar- | 
ines were forced to remain in action 
for a considerably longer period| 
than good operational practice dic-| 
tated. } 

The experts doubted that the 
Germans had shifted many sub- 
marines to operational bases in 
Norway and Germany itself. For 
one thing, they pointed out, the 

North Sea approaches to those | 
bases are heavily guarded by 
British fleet units. Secondly, 
submarines would have a longer 
distance to travel to reach their 
hunting grounds and thus reduce 
the period of time which they 

could remain in action stations. 

Knox estimated several weeks 
ago that the Germans had available 
between 250 and 300 submarines. 
This was considered a conservative 
estimate by some experts, who were 
confident the Germans had as many 
as 500 in commission. Under nor- 
mal operating conditions only one- 
third of the available number would 
be in the combat areas.

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Canadian Press 
Chief Opposes 
Union With U.S. 


LONDON, Ont., June 23—(CP) 
+The contention by Maj. James 
Clark, speaker of the Ontario 
legislature, that 40 to 45 per cent 
of the Canadian people would 
favor union with the United 
States, is not the first appearance 
of the annexation question in 
Canadian politics, Arthur R. 
Ford, editor-in-chief of the Lon- 
don Free Press and president of 
The Canadian Press, said today in 
an address to the annual meeting 
of the Western Counties Tele- 
graph Association: 

“The question has been raised 
periodically,” he said, “Generally 
there have been two reasons—one, 

the schisms which have arisen be- 
tween the two main races of Can- 
ada and the second, economic.” 

“I am opposed to political union 
because the British parliamentary 
system is preferable to the Ameér- 
idan system of goverment,” Mr. 
Ford said. “I believe that with all 
its faults, it is the best system yet 
devised for the government of man 
by man. 

“|! believe there is greater re- 
spect for law and order under 
the British system than under the 
American. | believe too, that as 
a member of the British com- 
monwealth of nations, we have a 
greater future in the coming 
world than we would have as a 
49th state of the American union.” 


Maj. Clark expressed belief in a 
radio forum speech at Detroit June 
13 that 40 to 45 per cent of the 
Canadian people would vote for 
union with the United States if an 
election were held now.

LONDON, June 23—A _ military 
commentator hinted today at pos- 
sible air raids on Rome, saying the 
Allies had no scruples against the 
bombardment of industrial and 
military objectives in the city, as 
distinguished from religious shrines 
which would not be attacked. 

The long standing issue of bomb- 
ing Rome was re-opened as a two- 
way aerial offensive against the 
continent from Britain and North 
Africa achieved record or near- 
record proportions. 

The commentator said there was 
a distinction between the Vatican 
area, on which the Allies desired no 
bombs to fall, and the modern in- 
dustrial and military establish- 
ments of Rome which contribute to 
the Italian war effort. 

There also is a distinction, he 
added, between Christian shrines 
and the ancient Roman monuments 
such as the Coliseum. 

Allied planes flew over Rome re- 
cently and bombed a nearby sea- 
plane base, and Axis sources said 
they dropped leaflets warning that

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Town Boys for Farms 


A report from Calgary indicates that 
farmers in that area are not anxious to 
employ town high school boys as farm 
hands. Of 150 Calgary boys listed as want- 
ing farm work it is said “only a fraction” 
of the number have been placed. The 
others are being referred to employers in 
the city who want help. The moral is that 
farmers who wish to hire boys had better 
get in touch with their district agricul- 
turist without delay. 

Town boys registering for farm work 
are given the option of spending three 
weeks aS an apprentice on a farm, or of 
taking a three-week course at a training 
centre. Employment being plentiful, boys 
who are not soon sure of farm work are 
likely to hunt up jobs in town, which they 
can readily obtain. If only a small pro- 
portion go to farm jobs, the object in 
extending the summer holidays will not 
be attained, for the hope was that this 
would relieve the shortage of farm labor. 
Whether the plan succeeds must depend 
largely on whether farmers want the town 
boys and make their applications before 
these have been absor into other 
employment. - 


The Potato Bug 


The potato bug — in learned circles 
known as the potato beetle — is relatively 
a new-comer to Alberta. Until recent years 
he was totally unknown in this part of the 
province at least. But, like most new- 
comers, he likes the country and does well 
here. His numbers have been growing of 
late years, as some Edmonton gardeners 
know to their regret. Officials of the pro- 
vincial department of agriculture say the 
pest is likely to be positively severe this 
year, thanks to a late crop of potatoes and 
early hatching of the bugs. They urge 
therefore that farmers and gardeners get 
busy with the first appearance of the 
beetles, hand-picking them if necessary. 

No one who grew up in proximity to a 
potato patch in Ontario or other older 

of the continent will need an intro- 
duction to the potato bug, nor needs to be 
told that action is urgent when he appears 
on the scene. “Picking” the bugs is a job 
no boy ever liked, or is ever likely to 
forget, and it is upon the boy of the family 
that duty usually fell—and probably still 
falls in the heavily infested areas. The 
Alberta boy is apparently now to make 
acquaintance with this late and unwanted 
arrival. That he—or any of the family— 
will enjoy the process is not at all likely. 
But there is no option about it if the 
officials are right as to the situation and 
the outlook. In that event it is simply a 
choice of making war on the bugs or of 
harvesting a small crop of potatoes next 
fail.

Canadians have no responsibility for 
the operation of United States coal mines, 
therefore no call to fix blame for the 
intermittent production in the great coal 
areas of the eastern and central! states, nor 
to prescribe methods to break the dead- 
lock. 

But we are far from being disinterested 
spectators of the tie-ups. About a third of 
the people of the Dominion depend upon 
coal mined in those areas for their winter 
fuel. The prospect of drawing the usual 
supplies from those sources would ,be dim 
if production was steady. Because of lost 
time, the outlook for securing anything 
approximating the norma! imports has 
faded out. War plants in the United States 
are already facing fuel shortage. The 
immediate resumption of mining can not 
make up for the reserves which have dis- 
appeared in three successive stoppages. 
With the home demand greater than it 
ever was before, Ontario cannot count on 
imported coal to keep its people warm and 
its industries running next winter. 

The time to deal with Canada’s fuel 
problem is now. It can be met if prompt 
means are taken to speed production in 
Canadian fields, and if consumers take the 
prudent course of filling their bins during 
the summer. Former miners are being 
released from the army in order that they 
may go back to the pits, but there are 
reports of miners still being accepted as 
recruits. If these reports are correct, the 
anomaly should be ended. Every man 
experienced in mining coal is and will be 
needed in that vital service. Considering 
the abnormal demand ‘in both Canada and 
the United States, it is not at all impos- 
sible that men may have to be drafted for 
coal-mining if the nation is to be saved 
from widespread distress six or eight 
months from now. The Minister of Labor 
would be well advised to take that pos- 
sibility into account without delay 

For the house-holder who depends on 
coal for winter fuel, the one sensible thing 
to do is to order new. 


The Blitz Hangs Fire 


The other Allies have taken a good deal 
of the weight off Russia. That is the out- 
standing fact on the second anniversary 
of Hitler's onslaught on that country. 
The proof that it is a fact comes from the 
enemy. The Axis forces are standing 
where the Red army drove them last 
winter. After the elaborate preparations 
which Berlin rather boasted were being

hesitates to make the throw. Two years 
ago he struck on the 22nd of June. He 
explained the failure of that campaign by 
saying he started too late. Last year he 
opened his attack on June 11th, and again 
winter found his objectives beyond reach. 
Both those dates have passed, but the 
third and greatest blitzkrieg has not 
started yet. Berlin radio has ceased to 
make predictions that it will ever start. 
Instead, it announces daily that it is the 
Red army that is forcing the fighting. 

The reasons Hitler's Generals are hold- 
ing back are obvious. Russia is stronger 
mechanically than it ever was. Tanks, 
planes and guna from the other Allies have 
poured into Russian ports in endless 
streams, despite the Tirpitz threat and the. 
submarine sinkings; and Russian factories, 
far behind the fighting zone, are turning 
out weapons with multiplied speed. The 
enemy can no longer mass mechanical 
equipment against poorly armed Russian 
sectors. There are no such sectors any 
more. And in the all-important air power, 
the initiative is passing to the Red airmen. 
Russian soldiers no longer have to fight 
without a “ceiling.” 

But most of the weight-lifting has been 
done by the building of Allied invasion 
forces in Britain and in North Africa. The 
German Generals know, if the Corporal 
does not, that once they committed them- 
selves in a life-and-death struggle with the 
re-armed Russians, these invasion forces 
would strike in their rear with terrific 
power, and probably at more than one 
point. 

Hence Berlin, not Moscow, is now doing 
the heavy worrying; thanks to the weight- 
lifting strategy of jam Allies. 


Moscow estimates German losses in 
Russia at 6,400,000 men, killed or cap- 
tured, against Russian losses of 4,200,000. 
Dr. Goebbels will no doubt reply with some 
of his fantastic figure-juggling to show 
that this is a wild guess if not wilful dis- 
tortion of the truth. But one fact he will 
have to face is that the heaviest fighting 
has occurred when the Axis forces were on 
the attack, and an attacking force usually 
loses in the ratio of 5 to one. That leaves 
Moscow a large margin for errors without 
affecting the comparison.

If there is one 
thing upon which 
the Liberals 
pride themselves, 
it is this: the de- 
mocratic charac- 
ter of their or- 
ganization. 

The cons titu- 
tion of Alberta 
Liberal Associa- 
tion provides for 
‘local associations Harold L. Weir 
which select members of the pro- 
vincial executive.

| ive has no power to change that 


constitution much less to amend 
the fundamental principles of the 
Liberal Party. 

If the Liberal Party stands for 
anything, it stands for reform, par- 
ticularly for monetary reform and 
social security. The 1935 platform 
of the Alberta Liberal Association 
was progressive in character and 
particularly emphasized debt ad- 
justment for farmers who faced 
bankruptcy through no fault of 
their own. 

This platform also demanded 
that interest charges. on private 
and public debt, be drastically re- 
duced. 

Since that platform was adopted, 
there has been no change in the 
principles, aims or objects of the 
Alberta Liberal Association.

Our Army’s Health 


Condition Not So Bad as 
Hinted in House by 
Minister : 


BY I. N. S. IN THE OTTAWA 
JOURNAL 
Colonel Ralston told Parliament 
the army has to reject 50 per cent, 
of those seeking enlistment because 


they are not able to pass their medi- 
cal examinations. 
On the surface this astonishing 


statement seemed to say that half} 


of Canada’s manhood is physi- 
cally unfit. Actually it didn’t say 
anything of the kind. 

Perhaps Colonel 
too much or too little, but what 
he said was accurate. The dif- 
ference between what he said and 
what everyone thought he said can 
be explained as follows 

The Defence Minister was re- 
ferring to current applications 
to the army, not to the armed forces 
as a whole. The percentage of medi- 
cal rejections by the army is ab- 
normally high because: 

(1) The air force and the navy 
cannot give a man a rejection slip 
but can only pass him to the army— 
so all official armed forces rejeci- 
ions appear as army rejections 

(2) The cream of recruits flows 
into the air force and navy and 
the percentage of rejections is 
therefore higher in the army 

(3) Outside of boys just coming 
of age the best army material en- 
listed in the first two years of war. 


Ralston said 


leaving a comparatively lower aver- 
age of recruit for subsequent entry. 
Colonel Ralston’s figures did not 
include the early war years but 
were based on current applications. 

(4) Many men of all ages apply 
to the army ,simply to get a re- 
jection slip They know they won't 
pass but want to establish their 
status with their conscience, their 
firms, their friends. The army 
doesnt’ regard this as a nuisance 
and in fact encourages anything 
that*tends to establish every man 5 
status. But such applications, in- 
cluding many from obvious old 


crocks, weight the army's rejection 
figures ° 

(5) There is no compulsory en- 
listment with the navy or air force 
but only with the army. Men re- 
quiring compulsion have a lower 
average health standard—physic- 
ally and emotionally—than those 
voluntarily seeking enlistment in 
the navy or air force. It is the 
army’s statistics that suffer from 
this lower standard.

| before discovery of their weak- 
ness can mean loss not only 
|themselves but to their comrades 
and their campaign.:It is not a 
matter of cowardice. 

One student cf the problem out-

“When a boy‘enlists in the army 
the whole orientation of his life 
is changed and he has to grow 
up all over again. He was brought 
up on the Safety First principle 
as a moral value. He owed it to his 
mother to protect his skin. The boy 
who climbed trees, walked high 
fences, or crossed busy roads was 
always the ‘bad boy’ of the district. 
By playing safe a boy was always 
the ‘good boy.’ But the army can't 
use the Safety First principle. For 
the army it is a dreadful slogan. If 
Safety for soldiers is really first, 
what are we doing in the war? We 
|have to make a boy forget his 20 
years of training and try suddenly 
to change him entirely. There is 
conscience conflict as never before, 
because before this century the 
Safety First principle did not at- 
tain so high a standing 
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This same man indicates that the 
war has no! exposed a poorer state 
of health than Canadian doctors 
anticipated. It may be worse than 
laymen expected, but the doctors 
have long been urging greater pre- 
ventive medica! activity. Parents 
are still not obliged by law to pro- 
tect their children against diph- 
theria or smallpox, for example.

The very essence of good cooking 
is imagination and an adventurous 
spirit. Cooking is a very much 
underrated art and if can be the 


the lowliest dish into a thing of 
joy and give it infinite variations. 
With spices and herbs inexpensive 
cuts of meat can be just as finely 
prepared and made to taste just as 
appetizing as the costliest. 

There are cooks who disdain any 
seasoning beyond salt, pepper and 
an occasional onion for some dishes 
and a dash of cinnamon or nutmeg 
for dessert. But unfortunate is the 
palate that has never known the 
delicate flavor of cardamon in pas- 
try, the subtle tang of mace on 
broiled fish or the melting delicacy 
;of poultry enlivened by a savory, 
| thyme and marjoram. 

I well remember the wooden 
spice cabinet in my home, which 


}my mother inherited from her 
mother. Spices didn't come in 
metal containers in my _ grand- 


mother's day so each drawer had 
the name of a spice carved on it. 
This important little twelve drawer 
cabinet occupied a prominent place 
in the kitchen. It was always P spe-

| by my mother. I knew which was 
| the nutmeg drawer long before I

Why not invest in a spice shelf? 
If you can’t buy all you need at 
once, buy a tin or two at a time, 
gradually adding to your collection.

Spices come in two forms, whole 
and ground. Which you buy is a 
matter of personal taste and con- 
venience.

Hot spices—Black pepper, white 
pepper, paprika, hot paprika, cay- 
enne pepper, curry powder, dry 
yellow mustard, chili powder. 


Ways to Use Them 


Here are ways in which some of 
them can be used: 

Cinnamon—Use it whole in stew- 
ed fruit, instead of lemon in iced 
tea, or put it in coffee or in hot 
punches in ground form, for al! 
apple desserts and sundry cakes 
with crunchy tops. A dash does 
wonders for mashed sweet pota- 
|toes. When mixed with creamed 
Sugar and butter and spread on 
| hot toast, it is a real delicacy. 

Cloves—To stud a ham, for spic- 
ed fruits and syrups. A sprinkling 
| of this strong spice goes a long way 
|in baked goods and chocolate des- 
| serts. 
Mace—Whole blades are a delici- 
| ous addition to stewed peaches and 
cherries, jellies and jams. Ground.

Cardamon—Break the pod and 
drop the tiny black seeds into the 
batter of coffee cakes and Danish 
pastry.

NEUTRAL COUNTRIES 
An invasion of neutral countries by the Allies, as long 
as these countries really maintain neutrality, is not to be 
reckoned with. Even if an occupation produced great stra- 
tegic advantages the Allies would not, without hostile pro- 
vocation, act against one of the main principles for which 
they are fighting this war: the integrity of frontiers and the 


elimination of aggression. 


But there are two other ways 
In which hitherte neutral coun- 
tries may become theatres of 
war. 

The first would be a primary 
aggression by Germany. This 
danger certainly existed in the 
earlier stages of the war, but today

further extension of its widespread 
front for dubious advantages. Such 
an attack would be carried out only 
as an act of desperation should 
Germany fear that one of these 
countries might actively join the 
Allied cause. 
SECOND POSSIBILITY 

The second possibility would be 
the winning over of neutral coun- 
tries to the Allied side. This would 
be advantageous to the Allies only 
if careful military preparations 
were made beforehand and mili- 
tary operations, defensive or offens- 
ive, could start the very minute 
that such a political development 
was discovered by the enemy. 
Everything would depend on good 


timing. To be joined by a neutral | 


country at the wrong moment could 
work to the disadvantage of the 
Allies. Yugoslavia's declaration of 
war before the country was ready 
with its defensive preparations 
helped the Germans to attain their 
military goals in the Balkans more 
quickly and thoroughly than if 
Yugoslavia had waited. If Sweden 
were to declare itself for the Allies 
today, Germany would have no 
@hoice left but to attack immedi- 


ately from both Norway and Den- | 


mark and possibly also through the 
Baltic Sea. Without Norway firmly 
in Allied possession, Sweden prob- 
ably could not resist for long with- 
out strong Allied support, carefully 
prepared beforehand. The same 
would be true if Turkey should 
enter the war against the Axis be- 
fore a powerful and deep defense 
in the region of the Dardanelles 
and the Sea of Marmara had been 
organized and Allied armies were 
ready instantly to take up offens-

In view of the presence of many 
Axis agents in all of the neutral 
countries, military preparations 
can hardly remain hidden for any 
length of time. The enemy there- 
fore would be forewarned and, 
except in the case of Spain and 
Portugal, would be in a position 
to act more quickly than could 
the Allies, as he enjoys the ad- 
vantage of joint boundaries with 
Sweden, Switzerland, Spain and 
Turkey. The Allies could reach

(b) Geopolitical conditions, how- 
ever, are very unfavorable, par- 
ticularly with regard to southern 
Sweden. The Allies could not bring 
troops in any considerable force 
through the Skagerrak, and the 
only reasonable way into the coun- 
try would lead through Norway.

| poli, Bengasi and Derna is bound 
to be a major issue at the peace 
| conference, 

The same holds true regarding 
Bizerte and Tunis, where British 
Admiral Sir Andrew Browne Cun- 
ningham, Allied naval commander 
in the Mediterranean, is at present 
firmly in command. 

Pantelleria, the Italian island 
midway between Tunisia and 
Sicily, also falls in this category

Hears Tribute 


1URUNIU, June 23—(CP)— 
Recognition that the prosperity 
of nations, like their security, is 
indivisible is the key to the new 
post-war order, Prime Minister 
Mackenzie King said last night. 
In an address prepared for de- 
livery at the 
friendship rally here, 
minister said the interdependence 
of nations is the only basis of a 
sound foreign policy. He: was in- 
troducing Joseph E. Davies, former 
United States ambassador to Rus- 
sia, principal speaker at the meet- 
ing. 
SPEAKS OF HEROISM 


Mr. King spoke of the heroism 
and endurance of the Russian 
people. 

“In this global war, we of the 


United Nations are all debtors one 
of another. The resistance of the 
Allied Nations on the continent of 
Europe, the prolonged resistance 
of Britain, supported by Canada 
and othr nations of the Common- 
wealth, gained for Russia two 
precious years in which to streng- 
then her defences. 

“In turn the marvellous resist- 
ance of the Russians relieved 


Britain of the weight of the Nazi 
attack. It also cave time to the 
nations of the British Common- 
wealth, and of the United States, 
to prepare for offensive action 
against the enemy. 


The Russians said that the Ger- 
mans have concentrated 1,090 
bombers and slightly more than 
1,100 first-line fighters against the 
capital. They informed British 
and American correspondents 
visiting this crack airocobra sta- 
tion that the enemy’s first and 
second line fighters and bomb- 
ers massed on the whole central 
front total 3,200. 


Col. Mikhall Koralev, commander

DEFENSES THREATENED

Crops Progress 
| But Warm, Dry | 
Weather Needed 


OTTAWA, June 23—(CP)— 


Crop growth on the prairies was 
accelerated during the past week 
by warmer weather but “It 1s 
quite evident... that a more 
prolenged spell of settled 
weather and sunshine is needed 
to bring plant development up 
to normal in all three provinces,” 
the Dominion Bureau of Statis- 
tics said yesterday. 

The bureau issued the fifth of a 
series of 18 weekly telegraphic re- 
ports covering crop conditions in 
Alberta, Saskatchewan and Mani- 
toba. 

“The moisture situation appears to 
‘be satisfactory in Manitoba, gen- 
erally good in Saskatchewan ex- 
cept for an area northwest of 
Swift Current which could do with 
more rain, but very unfavorable 
in the southeast areas of Alberta 
where the growth of crops as well 
as grass is reported to be at a 
standstill,” the bureau said. 


SOME LATE SEEDING 

A little late seeding is being done 
in Alberta in the Lacombe area, 
but elsewhere 
crops is virtually over. The wheat 
and coarse grain crops appear 
“very well rooted” and the few 
|}warm days last wek found the 
| Plants responding quickly to the 
heat. 

“Some early wheat is in shot 
blade at 12 inches high in the 
| central area of Alberta, but 


seeding of grain} 


“I don't know whether I should 
consider myself lucky or not,” said 
Griffiths, ‘but I sure am vexed at 
not having had the opportunity of 
firing my gun in almost four years 
of sea duty.” 

Griffiths is a gunner aboard de- 
fensively equipped merchant ships. 
He was one of the first Canadian 
sailors to join the D.E.M.S.—He got 
his first ship in October, 1939, and 
has been serving afloat ever since. 

“Guess I've been most every- 
where”, he said, “and I've had my 


height of crops shows great vari- 
ation throughout the West and 
growth is still one to two weeks 
behind normal,” the bureau re- 
ported.

Flea beetles 
are damaging sugar beets in Mani- 
toba. 

“Hay crops and pastures are 
mostly in good condition and live- 
| stock is doing well, even in the 
dry areas of southeastern Alberta,” 
said the crop report.

The patient suffering 
from eyestrain is particularly likely 
to exhibit many symptoms of nerv- 
ousness which will fail to yield to 
treatmont until the eyes are prop- 
erly fitted with glasses.
